PLAINTIFF IN LAW SUIT KILLS 
FORMER CHIEF IN.COURT. 


*, Vienna, June 19. 

Herr Bruno, Wolf, the editor of 
the Neue Wicner Journal, in the 
course of a‘law suit, this morning, 
in which he figured’ as defendant, 
was shot dead by. five bullets frdm 
the wrevolver of his former col- 
league, Oscar Poffl, the plaintiff {n 
the present case. 

The editor's wife, who was in 
the. Court, attempted to stay; the 
murderer's arm, dnd succeeded in’ 
diverting the sixth shot, ‘but her 
efforts were too inte. Herr Wolf 
had already received a bullet 
through the heart and in the head. 


The cause of this terrible shoot- 
ing scene: is to: be found in the 
law . suit itself. In November, 
1926, Herr Wolf discovered that 
Poffl: had misused his position as 
commercial editor of the Neue 
Wiener Journal so as to, pass 
private journalistic “ jnformation 
on té the Vienna .police,, Herr 
Wolf dismissed Poffl and openly 
aecused him of corruption.
